The accommodation for visitors to the Annual Meeting 
consists of (a) rooms in colleges, (b) hotels, and (c) board- 
ing houses, lodgings, and private houses.

Medical Recurds Again 


The subject of medical record cards has come under 
notice ia this column on two or three occasions, We feel 
it necessary to draw attention to another case which was 
recently before the Lancashire Insurance Committee. The 
Medical Service Subcommittee, before whom the practi- 
tioner attended, reported that between September 5th and 
October ith, 1935, requests were made to the practitioner 
by the clerk to the Insurance Committee for the return 
of 102 tiedical record cards of insured persons removed 
from his list. On October 17th a letter, by way of a 
reminder, was sent, and on October 28th a further letter 
was addressed to the practitioner urging him to comply 
with previous requests. Between October 24th, 1935, and 
January 17th, 1936, requests in regard to a further 122 
medical record cards were sent without result. On 
February 4th, 1936, the practitioner returned in one batch 
practically the whole of the cards for which he had been 
pressed from time to time. He informed the subcom- 
mittee that the practice had been neglected for some 
years prior to his taking it over, that the medical record 
cards were not in order, that they were found all over the 
place, and that he was unable to keep such records under 
the circumstances. A representation was made to the 
Minister that a sum of £25 should be withheld from the 
practitioner's remuneration. It is difficult to standardize 
the penalties imposed in these cases, and where repeated 
requests are made without result the clerk to the Insurance 
Committee must feel somewhat helpless. The eventual 
return of the cards does not really wipe out the offence ; 
indeed, it rather aggravates it, because it is evidence that 
the record cards were all the time in the practitioner’s 
possession. While recognizing that each of these cases 
must be determined on its merits, and that the right of 
appeal to the Minister can be exercised, it is a_ little 
difficult to understand why, as was noted last week, 
several London insurance practitioners were “‘ let off with 
a caution ’’ and in Lancashire a sum of £25 is withheld 
in a case in which the report makes no reference to an 
earlier offence. Presumably there is more in the case 
than meets the eye, and in any event the right of appeal 


‘to the Minister remains, so that further comment should 


properly be suspended. And, after all, comparisons are 
odious. 


Failure to Visit 


In another case reported at the same mecting of the 
Insurance Committee the withholding of a sum of £25 
was recommended for the failure of a doctor to visit and 
treat a patient. The subcommittee found the following 
facts. About 1 p.m. on December 4th, 1935, the insured 
person was ill and her son took a note to Dr, A.’s surgery 
asking him to call at her address, the note being left in 
the respondent's waiting room on a shelf apparently pro- 
vided for the purpose. The respondent failed to call, and 
the insured person called in another doctor on December 
6th, who attended her for influenza, rheumatism, and 
neuritis until January 18th, 1936. An _ officer of the 
committee called at the respondent’s surgery on December 
13th, and found the note in question still on the shelf. 
The respondent informed the committee that he did not 
see the note. It was a stupid mistake. He had a double 
foolscap sheet over the mantle shelf in the waiting room 
endorsed “‘ Messages to be written on the sheet provided ; 
if urgent, telephone....’’ He further stated that the 


house was now tenanted, but this was not so cn the date 
in question. The subcommittee, as stated, recommended 
that a sum of £25 should be deducted from the practi- 
tioner’s pay, and that there should be recovered from

Visitation of Surgeries and Waiting Rooms 


The minutes of the meeting of the Birmingham Insur 
ance Committee held on March °24th, 1936, include the 
following. In 1922 the Insurance Committee and the 
Panel Committee appointed a special joint subcommittee 
to consider (infer alia) questions relating to the efficienc 


of the insurance medical service in the city, and under 


the direction of the joint subcommittee the doctors 
waiting rooms and surgeries were visited by non-medical 
members of the Insurance Committee. At the time of 
this visitation there were 294 doctors on the committee’s 
medical list, and the number on the list at present is 477 
The Medical Benefit Subcommittee, in view of the period 
which has elapsed since the visits were made and of the 
number of surgeries that have been added to the list, has 
considered the desirability of undertaking another visita. 
tion. Before taking any action, however, the Panel Com. 
mittee was asked for its observations. The Panel Com- 
mittee has stated that it agrees to the proposal that tha 
surgeries and waiting rooms should be visited by non. 
medical members of the Insurance Committee, and thinks 
this should apply chiefly to those premises which were 
not previously visited ; it should be left to the Insurance 
Committee, however, to decide whether any of the 
surgeries and waiting rooms previously examined should 
be revisited. It was decided to ask the Panel Committee 
to appoint four of its members to serve with four members 
of the Insurance Committee on a joint subcommittee to 
des! with matter, and to ask Mr. G. Morley Edwards to 
act as chairman. 


Unhygienic Medical Records 


A practitioner has written to the Insurance Committee 
for his area stating that his surgery attendant had for 
many years had access to the panel envelopes. The 
attendant’s duties included finding the envelopes as 
patients arrived, arranging them in proper order, and then 
handing the envelopes to the patients as they passed into 
the consulting room, to be given to the doctor or to his 
assistant. After surgery hours the attendant replaced the 
envelopes in the cabinet. This had facilitated the work, 
but it had resulted in the envelopes becoming dirty, espe- 
cially those that had been in use a number of years. To 
make matters worse the doctor had had a new attendant, 
who had developed pulmonary tuberculosis. He was 
leaving the doctor's service immediately. It was very 
difficult effectively to disinfect and clean the envelopes. 
The doctor asked if the committee could send a fresh 
supply of envelopes with the necessary particulars on the 
front ; he would arrange to copy the medical notes on 
the back, and would either destroy the old envelopes of 


* send them to the committee for destruction. The doctor 


intended to adopt a system under which neither the 
attendant nor the patient would be allowed to touch the 
envelopes. 

The committee having asked for the views of the 
Department was informed that in the circumstances 
indicated, in the case of such records as the doctor cot 
sidered should be renewed, he should enter on the back 
of a new envelope (completed as to the identification pat 
ticulars on the front by the Insurance Committee) a brief 
summary of what he considered to be the essential facts 
of the medical history, as indicated by the clinical notes 
on the corresponding old envelope, which might then be 
destroyed. No notes, other than the summary referred 
to, should be made on the fresh envelope, and any pat 
ticulars of further illnesses should be recorded on co®

their tour of hospitals, clinics, and

W. McAdam Eccles, Chairman of the Medical Students 
and Newly Qualified Practitioners Subcommittee ; Drs. 
Ch Buchan and A. Keith Gibson, Honorary Secretaries 
of the Metropolitan Counties Branch ; together with the 
Medical Secretary, Deputy Medical Secretary, and the 
Assistant Medical Secretaries of the Association. 

After tea had been served in the Members’ Lounge the 

tty assembled in the Council Chamber, where the 
members of the Glasgow University Medico-Chirurgical 
Society were welcomed by Sir Humphry Kolleston. Mr. 
McAdam Eccles followed with a few remarks, in which he 
recalled his connexion with the Glasgow University as 
an examiner in surgery for several years. He urged the 
students immediately on qualifying to do three things: 
to register, to join a medical defence society, and to join 
the British Medical Association. 

Dr. C. O. Hawthorne joined in the welcome offered to 
the students by the Acting President, and expressed a 
high appreciation of the enterprise and organization which 
made possible the biennial visits of members of the 
Glasgow Medical School to the medical schools of London 
and other centres. 


“No doubt,’’ he said, “‘ you enjoy excellent opportunities 
in your own University and city, but in new experiences there 
is always some educational and stimulating value. Nor are 
the benefits all in one direction, for while on the present 
occasion, for example, youth may learn something from the 
experience of age, age in its turn may learn something from 
the courage and confidence of youth ; and both young and 
old may usefully recall the remark attributed to a former 
Master of Balliol: ‘We are none of us infallible; no, not 
even the youngest.’ In your visits to the various medical 
schools you will doubtless be impressed by differences in 
method and in emphasis. Fortunately there is no central 
authority to compel all schools to use the same pattern, and 
a measure of local independence gives the opportunity for the 
cultivation of individual aspiration, initiative, and enterprise. 
Authority, at least too much authority, makes for fixation or 
even stagnation, while liberty favours movement and progress 
and advance. 


“What is true in this respect of the individual school I here 
Propose to suggest is true of the individual medical practi- 
tioner. No doubt to speak of independence and liberty to an 
audience of medical students may seem somewhat of a 
mockery, for you feel that you dwell under the conscious 
pressure of authority. Professors present themselves as the 
very embodiment of academic infallibility ; examiners press 
obstinately for the correct answer ; the college bell demands 
a punctual response ; and you live daily under the discipline 
and control of the Senatus Academicus. Less immediate but 
not less fearsome are visions of official pharmacopoeias and 
Prescribed textbooks ; of numerous and traditional prophets 
and ged of Royal Colleges, Faculties, and Academies ; 
and above all is a stately and solemn General Medical Council, 
the very style and title of which is surely sufficient to suggest 
salutation and submission. 

“So formidable an apparatus of organization would cer- 

y appear to be well calculated to press you all into a 
‘ommon mould ; to fix your thinking or convictions and 
activities in one and the same official and authoritative 
a: and to crush all individuality and independence as 
tresy, schism, presumption, and rebellion. How, in such 
ai atmosphere, may liberty hope to survive? It is true that 

m the immediate grip of the prescribed teacher and 
examiner you are shortly to escape, but where are you to 


and venerable corporations. Yet none of those, whatever be 
their values, has the power, or for the matter of that, the 
will, to hinder or limit the cultivation of individual inde- 
pendence in medical thought or practice, and you may be 
assured that in entering the medical profession you are enter- 
ing a profession where thought and opinion and speech are 
free, and where action is qualified only by the acceptance of 
personal responsibility and by obedience to the prescriptions 
of the law of the land. 

““ Of course, in the early days of junior experience common 
sense directs that due heed shall be given to the views and 
advice of the Fathers and Brethren. But none of these has 
a quality of sanctity, none may claim immunity from 
criticism ; and the time may well come, in the future as 
in the past, when the Fathers and Brethren may be sum- 
moned to listen to the voices of the younger members of the 
family. In other words, there is in medical thought and 
practice no personal or corporate authority competent to 
announce to you what is the true faith or to define doctrines 
or creeds to which you will, at your peril, fail to subscribe. 
That is, there are in medicine no orthodoxies: no opinions 
uttered ex cathedra and to be accepted on authority ; no 
doctrines or a which may not be challenged provided 
only the challenge is based on honest work and sound reason- 
ing. It is this heritage of freedom, with a corresponding 
measure of responsibility, to which you are shortly to be 
elected to succeed. 

‘‘Like other privileges a heritage of freedom may be 
abused, and it may be abused in either of two directions. 
In the direction of excess liberty may for studied observations 
and reasoned conclusions substitute fads, fancies, guesses and 
extravagances, and vain imaginings, and the mind may be 
fed with words and phrases and formulas full perhaps of 
sound and fury but in essem’ signifying nothing. Of the 
use of liberty as an opportuuity to cultivate shams and 
pretences it is not necessary to speak, although such oppor- 
tunity exists, and it is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
to become a successful medical humbug is one of the easiest 
and cheapest of ambitions. 

‘““In the other direction freedom may be abused by a 
neglect to cultivate or to practise it. This is the path of least 
resistance: to float down the stream, to shout with the 
crowd, and to take the goods the gods and the constituted 
authorities provide. In medicine, as in other spheres of life, 
this comfortable and blameless policy may be readily adopted 
and pursued, and of those who follow it quite. possibly all 
men may speak well. My suggestion to you is a harder and 
sterner ambition—that is to personal effort directed to the 
art of accurate and independent observation ; to the estimation 
of evidence ; to the capacity for decision ; to the cultivation of 
the judicial mind ; and to a resolute determination never to 
darken the counsel of your own minds by words without 
knowledge. 

““It may be said that this means a life of mental strain. 
Perhaps so; it certainly means a life of mental stimulation, 
and it serves to remind us that man exists not that he may 
be happy but that he may be effective. Does the effort 
promise a swift and certain reward? Probably not, for all 
good work is slow and the world’s appreciation of it is still 
slower ; wisdom, however, strives to utilize the conditions of 
life, not to quarrel with them. The very existence of your 
Medico-Chirurgical Society is a recognition in principle of the 
need for personal effort in the cultivation of independent 
thought and judgement. Shortly you will pass to a larger 
freedom. This by neglect you may allow to lie idle and 
unused. On the other hand, you may use it as an oppor- 
tunity for self-realization and self-expression and for the 
benefit of your day and generation. Hence, while as a polite 
concluding remark I say: May peace be with you; I mean 
not too much peace, and I find my final word in the line 
‘ Who would be free himself must strike the blow.’ ”’ 


Mr. Cannon, a member of the society and organizer cf 
the society’s 1936 tour, thanked the Association and those 
who had acted as hosts for the kind reception and 
welcome, and especially Dr. Hawthorne for his address, 
which all who had heard it would be anxious to remember. 
The Medical Secretary then asked the members of the 
society to avail themselves of the opportunity of seeing 
the House of the Association, and parties under the 
guidance of Mr. McAdam Eccles, the Deputy Medical 
Secretary, and the Assistant Medical Secretaries, were 
shown the places of particular interest. Each member 
of the society was presented with a copy of the Associa- 
tion's publication, The Medical Practitioner’s Handbook.

British Medical Association Treasurer’s Cup Golf 
Competition 


Secretaries of Divisions and Branches are informed that 
the Treasurer's Cup Golf Competition, which is open to 
all members of the British Medical Association, will again 
be held in two stages, and that the first (or Division) stage 
must be completed by June Ist, 1936. The second (or 
final) stage will take place on a course near Oxford on 
Friday, July 24th, during the Annual Meeting.

First Stage 


Entries to be handed in to the secretary of the Member’s 
Division (entrance fee 2s.

The 
form of the competition to be settled locally by the Golf 
Subcommittee (or Executive), it having been decided by the 
Secretaries’ Conference, 1928, that each Division should find 
its Own winner in its own way.

CAPITATION FEE FOR PERSONS RESTORED 
TO BENEFIT 

Sir,—As an insurance practitioner who was rather badly 
hit by the removal of panel patients no longer entitled w 
benefit through continued unemployment, I should like tc 
know whether the new Act, which restored their benefit as 
from January Ist, 1936, did not also entitle the doctors 
concerned to capitation fees for the first quarter of the year, 
The approved societies showed remarkable alacrity in removing 
these men, but to the best of my knowledge only one in this 
district fulfilled the conditions of the Act by reinstating them 
on panels by January Ist. Moreover, several have not done 
so yet, and the doctors will not receive capitation from these 
until October at earliest. On the other hand, the men have 
been informed that they are entitled to benefit, but until their 
medical cards are returned the doctors have no official sanction 
to give them treatment.—I am, etc.,

THE PROBLEM OF THE OUT-PATIENT 


Sir,—The memorandum of the British Medical Association 
(Supplement, March 28th, p. 118) observes that the rise in 
the number of out-patients ‘‘ does not seem to have beea 
checked by many hospitals as a result of the work of the 
almoner’s department or by other administrative methods.’ 
On the contrary, the extension of almoners’ departments, it 
may be argued, is a direct contributory cause to the growth 
of the out-patient departments. Medical staff are oftentimes 
advocates of the work of the almoner, on account of the 
social service rendered to the patients. The result is that 
an increasing number of patients become attached to the 
hospital for reasons other than medical. The work of the 
almoner’s department thus inevitably militates against the 
development of the hospital as a consultative centre. More: 
over, that conception of the functions of a voluntary hospital 
is in. direct conflict with the aims of the almoner, so that 
whatever rules are laid down there is a powerful cause oper 
ting against their application. The irony of the situation 
is that medical supporters of the almoner’s work do not seem 
to have realized the inconsistency of their position.—I am, ete,
